Cotton Crop 
Forecast Shows 
Slight Increase 


Washington, Sept. 8 — (/P) — The 


agriculture department today fore- 
cast this year's cotton crop at 14,- 
943,000 bales of 500 pounds gross 
weight. 


This estimate is 
138,000 
bales 
more than the 14,805,000 bales pre- 
dicted a month ago. 


It compares with 14,868,000 bales 


produced last year and with a ten- 
year (1938-37) average of 11,306,- 
)00 bales. 


In an acccfmpanying report, the 
ensus bureau said 1,247,443 bales 
tf the 1949 crop had been ginned 
jrior to Sept. 1. This 
compared 


with 1,444,355 bales ginned to 
the 


ame date last year. 
The indicated crop is consider- 


ibly larger than expected market 
demands. If it is borne out 
by 
the harvest, the goervnment prob- 
ably would impose rigid 
controls 


on next year's crop in a move to 
jrevcnt a price-depressing surplus. 


Controls m i g h t include 
both 
acreage planting allotments 
and 


marketing q u o t a s . The latter 
would have to be approved by at 
least two-thirds of 
the 
growers 
voting in a referendum. No deci- 
sion on a 1950 control program is 
expected, however, 
before 
early 


October. 


If 
proposed, 
quotas 
probably 


would be submitted at a referen- 
dum Dec. 7. 
Supplementing this year's 
crop 


will be a reserve of more than 5,- 
000,000 bales from previous crops. 
The department reported the in-' 


dicated yeild of cotton per acre at 
276.9 pounds, compared with 313.1 
pounds last year and 254 for 
the 


ten-year average. 
The condition of the crop as of 
Sept. 1 was reported at 
74 per 


cent of normal compared with 82 
per cent a year ago and 71 per 
cent for the ten year average. 
Tre indicated area left lor har- 
vest was put at 25,907,000 acres, 
compared with 23,003,000 last year

industry just as in other industries. In 1926 the railroads and their 
employes requested legislation which Congress enacted as the Railway 
Lg'bor Act providing methods for disposition of disputes such as the one 
ifei which the Missouri Pacific and its employes are engaged. The Rail- 


igd Adjustment Board was established in 1934 at the request of the 
* >r organizations as a tribunal with lawful authority to hear 


mw™ settle these disputes. The employes of the Missouri Pacific now 
3fsay they will not submit these cases to the Railroad Adjustment Board 
•/for disposition, although this Board was established at their request to 


make possible the peaceful settlement of such cases. 


The Railway Labor Act alo provides that when other means 


fail to dispose of cases of the character involved in the disputes, 
the President of the United States may in his discretion appoint an 
Emergency Board of three men to hear the matter in dispute and 
recommend a fair and equitable way of settlement. The President of 
the United States did appoint such an Emergency Board on the 
Missouri Pacific on July 8, 1949, and it heard both sides of the dispute 
and submitted its report to the President on August 2nd. 


The Missouri Pacific has accepted the. findings of this Board. 


The train service employes of the Missouri Pacific hgve refused to 
accept the findings of the board, thus nullifying the letter and spirit of 
American democracy which' is exemplified by a mutual, cooperative 
settlement of greviehce's between management and labor, rather than 
by recourse to the use of force through the strike weapon.

Missouri Pacific's Position

tation Act of the United States. 


Third, the owners of this property are entitled to fair considera-

Where the Responsibility for the 
Present Emergency Lies 


The responsibility plainly lies with the officers of the four train 


service brotherhoods involved because they have a remedy at law and 
by the conclusions of the President's Emergency Board and they will 
not accept either. 


It is with great regret we make this announcement because we fully realize the personal hardship this strike will inflict on thousands of 


people not in any way connected with this dispute, and the fact that many industries will be forced to close their plants when Missouri Pacific 
transportation ceases. 
While this strike has not been called on International Great Northern Railroad and Gulf Coast Lines it will result in dis- 


continuance of Missouri Pacific Lines through service with this part of the Missouri Pacific Lines system. 


President Truman's Emergency Board has recommended arbitration under the Railway Labor Act and in the end some form of arbitration 


is the only way that such matters can be settled. The Missouri Pacific has repeatedly agreed to accept the decision of an arbitration board, whether 
the decision is for or against the railroad.
